“BOSSES” DILATORY 
IN NAMING’ SLATE 


Klan and League Issues Cause 
Leaders to Defer Their 
Ticket Choices 


By GEORGE T ODELL 


NEW YORK June 26—Therea comes 
a time in every political convention 
when the so-called “best minds” hold 
a conference and decide upon some 
candidate in sunport of whom they 
will put their united forces. That time 
has not come yet in this convention, 
nor is it likely to until some time 
after tomorrow. In other words the 
“bosses” are not ready to ‘agree upon 


‘a candidate. 


It is never by any means certain 

at the candidate selecteq by the 
“bosses” will be the nominee of the 
convention. In fact, in contested Demo- 
cratic conventions during the last 24 
years, they have had less than an even 
break. Those conferences do, how- 
ever, serve to limit the field of possi- 
ble nominees, and usually narrow 
them down to a race between the 
“boss” candidate and one other fa- 
vorite. 


~ 


Agreement Still Lacking . 

This convention igs now running into 
its fourth day and at this stage in 
other conventions the “bosses” have 
usually reached an agreement among 
themselves. Since they have not done 
so here, there must be some reason. 
Inquiry has been made, therefore, 
among the biggest “bosses” and from 
Edmund H. Moore of Ohio it is learned 
why no conference has been held. At 
least this is his version of it, which 
sounds reasonably like boss technique: 

It is all on account of the Klan 
situation, he says. The bosses don’t 
know who among the candidates can 
be considered available until they 
know what the convention is going to 
do about the Ku Klux Klan plank in 
the platform. For, as Mr. Moore ex- 
plains, suppose the convention adopts 
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a plank that merely asserts the moral 
ascendancy of the Declaration of 
Independence and the First Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, but does 
not mention the Klan by name? That 
will be taken by the klansmen as 4 
victory for them, and, according to 
Mr. Moore, would make it feasible for 
the convention to nominate only one 
kind of a candidate. 

On the other hand, says Mr. Moore, 
if the convention declares in ringing 
terms against the Ku Klux Klan-— 
and he thinks it will—that in his 
judgment would make another sort of 
a candidate available. 

It is to be remembered that this is 
a typical “boss” reasoning, and has 
nothing whatsoever to do with the 
attitude of the great mass of delegates. 
But until the bosses like Edmund H. 
Moore, George Brennan, Tom ‘Tag- 
gart—the list is unnecessary and 
would only clutter up the story—get 
together, the field will be wide open 
and the end of the convention will not 
be even in sight. 

Drafting Platform Is Difficult 

The platform may go before the con- 
vention tomorrow. The drafting com- 
mittee of 11 worked on it all Wednes- 
day night and from noon to 6 o'clock 
to hear the result,of these labors and 
to settle the two disputed planks that 
the subcommittee did not even try to 
solve.

ATHENS, June 27—LZighty-one ma- 
rine officers have tendered their resig- 
nation directly to the Prime Minister. 
protesting that the Ministry of Marine 
is conducted on persone! lines, and 
that many officers were promoted out 
of their turn in seniority and in dis- 
regard of their real merits and ability. 
After depicting the lamentable situa- 
tien of the fleet, they demanded the 
withdrawal of Admiral Hadjikiriakos.. 
Out of 22 aerial officers, 17 resigned 
yesterday morhing for similar reasons.

Application of Treaty 

The speaker then comménced a dis- 
cussion of the tenet of nationality as 
applied in the Versailles Treaty and 
enunciated by President Wilson. He 
said that while the President asserted 
the righte of people to self-determina- 
tion, its application has met with 
practical difficulties which he did not 
foresee, and that in certain cases the 
treaties have not fully carried out the

It seems fair to recognize that until 
the present such a tremendous terri- 
torial partition has never been so 
completely guided by nationality. On 
the basis of nationality a series of 
new states have come into existence: 
Poland, the building of the Czech 
state, the birth of the Republic of 
Finland and of the Baltic states. It is 
again desired to give satisfaction to 
the national will which brought boun- 
dary changes dependent upon pleb- 
iscites in North .Sé@hleswig, Eupen, 
Malmedy and Upper Silesia. 

The same idea is seen in the broad 
application made of the system of 
option in behalf of populations incor- 
porated in another state, and finally in 
many cases in which for various rea- 
sons the demarcation of frontiers has 
not been in harmony with national de- 
sides, a wholly new régime or inter- 
national guarantee has been set up, 
that of the protection of minorities. 

But all human works are imperfect 
and there can be no doubt that the 
new territorial partition departs from 
the theory of nationality in some 
points. In certain cases it may be 
feared that the unjustified departures 
from this rule contain, in embryo, 
new causes of international conflict. 
Criticisms are, above all, directed 
against the liquidation of former Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

Thus nearly 3,500,000 German Aus- 
trians have been assigned to Italy 
or to Czechoslovakia: more _ than 
3.000.000 Ruthenians have been as- 
signed to Poland, and almost as many 
Hungarians have been incorporated 
in Rumania and Czechoslovakia. A 
series of factors caused this situation, 
particularly the multiplicity of na- 
tionalistic claims in/ old Austria- 
Hungary and the interpretation of 
nationalities in many regions. 

Open to Many Claims 


Then, after the armistice, territory 
of the former sate found itself 
the next day open to all the claims of 
ne tionalities. The Czechs, Poles, 
Armenians, and Serbs tried to justify 
their attitude by the tenet of nation- 
ality and tried by military occupation 
to fortify possession, which was evi- 
dently unfavorable to an _ entirely 
satisfactory determination of ques- 
tions of nationality. This situation 
was largely responsible for the _ re- 
striction of the application of the 
plebiscite in these regions. 

The secret treaty of London of 
April, 1915, promised to Italy 
as the price of its intervention in the 
war a new boundary line in the Tyrol 
and in Istria. It.was apparent that 
this line did not correspond with the 
national boundary. It was justified 
solely by strategic considerations. But 
the Allied powers which had nego- 
tiated the Treaty of London pointed 
out to President Wilson that this ar- 
rangement was prior to the proclama- 
tion of the 14 points and that the re- 
spect for the treaties was a rule of 
law more binding than that of na- 
tionalities. 

There is no doubt, therefore, that in 
the new territorial settlement of Eu- 
rope, purely political considerations, 
in some cases entirely opportunist 
and sometimes unjustifiable, have 
modified the application of the tenet 
of nationality. However, even when 
the greatest care was taken againat 
vielding to political considerations, 
there are some cases in which, in 
spite of everything, the establishment 
of frontiers according to nationality 
would have come in conflict with 
practical i impossibilities.

DAY IS PROTESTED 


Maine Governor Proposes Sub- 
stitute of Day for Demand- 
ing World Court 


AUGUSTA, Me., June 27 (Special)— 
Questioning the wisdom of observing 
National Defense Day at this time and 
urging instead that the United States 
“set aside a day on which the whole 
Nation should rise up and demand that 
the Senate adopt President Coolidge’s 
World Court,” Gov. Percival P. Baxter 
today made public a statement pro- 
testing against the plans of the War 
Department. He says: 

There is an ever-growing demand 
among thoughtful and patriotic peo- 
ple of this and other nations thaf 
military armaments gradually and 
mutually be reduced. Certainly the 
tendency is in that direction, and the 
outlook is hopeful. In view of this, 
at the present time [ question the 
wisdom of observing “Defense Day,” 
and of emphasizing the military power 
of the United States. 

This Nation should lead in the 
movement- to settle our differences 
with other nations through the pro- 
posed World Court, inatead of by re- 
sort to war. A national mobilization 
of the armed forces of this country. 
in my opinion, well might be regarded 
by other nations as a threat,.or at 
least a warning. It would afford them, 

should théy seek it, an excuse for 
similar mobilizations. The race for 
supremacy thus might be begun anew, 
with another and far more terrible 
war as its result. 


fairly and justly. We should show the 
world that we intend to discard old 
methods, and should be careful not to 
“rattle the saber” or have great mili- 
tary “days” as did Germany before the 
war. Such things are out of date. 
It well may be that other nations have 
not advanced to our high standard of 
international morality, but we must 
maitnain that satandard.

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: cureago, ‘June 26—Japan's at- 
tachment to Sakhalin Island in the 
world-wide scramble for petroleum is 
assuming great importance in view of 
ther Tecent develo ts in interna- 
tional rs. enlightening 
aattane on Japan’s petroleum pos- 
sibilities were made by- Kenzo Sato 
noted Japanese chemical engineer, who, 
in the service of the largest of Japan’s 
oil. companies, recently arrived in the 
United States. This expert is paying 
especial attention to refining practices 
in the midcontinent fields. He is 
associated with the Nippon Oil Com- 
pany, Ltd., of Tokio. 

While Japan produces some oil, she 
must import the great bulk of it for 
industrial and naval uses, according 
to Mr. Sato. The United States 
furnishes much of Japan’s oil. She 
gets some, also, from the East Indies, 
where there is great potential but 
only partially developed production. 
Japanese petroleum production, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sato, is approximately 
350,000 tons a year, including both 
low and high gravity oil. 

The key to the Japanese petroleum 
situation is conceded to be the island 
of Sakhalin, which lies just north of 
the main island of Japan. The south- 
ern half of the island is held by 
Japan, with the Russian Soviet Gov- 
ernment nominally in contro] of the 
northern half. Recently, American 
interests were granted leases in north- 
ern Sakhalin, but when prospectors 
started preliminary survey work there 
they were stopped by Japanese 
authorities. The tangle resulting has 
not been satisfactorily adjusted. 

Island Potentially Rich 

Sakhalin Island is reputed among 
acknowledged geological and petrol- 
eum engineering authorities as being 
wonderfully rich in oil deposits. This

Looming above all other subjects on 
the program is the proposed depart- 
ment of education, which will be the 
topic for discussion at the genera! ses- 
sion on the morning of June 30. The 
confident expectation of leaders of the 
association is that, by the next annual 
meeting, the education bill will have 
become a law, and the goal of many 
years’ labor will be achieved. 

Miss Olive M. Jones, president of the 
association, declared: “I feel certain 
that by this time next year there will 
be a Secretary of Eduaction in the 
President's Cabinet.

Hagen's third round fell little short 
of perfection. His judgment of a wind 
was excelient, and his putting was 
superb, gave at the second where he 
t6ok three putts. One putt sufficed 
him at three holes. He was twice bun- 
kered at the sixteenth and took a6. Al- 
lowing too little for the head wind at 
the short eleventh. he pitched into a 
hummock beside the sandy river .bank 
and took 4. There were no other lapses 
in his play—only golf of superlative 
skill.

GOLD COAST CRAFTS 
SEEN AT WEMBLEY 


Privacy of Native Home Is Made 


Secure From Prying Eyes 
af Curious Public 


Spedal from Monitor Rureau 


LONDON, June 15—As Sir Gordon 
Guggisberg, Governor of the Gold 
Coast, who is now in London, talks of 
well-thought-out schemes of govern- 
ment in that colony, the impression 
grows that he is typical of these 
schemes. Everything that Sir Gordon 
does will be well thought out. Here is 
one of the men who have made the 
British Empire—assuming nothing, but 
giving the confidence of reliability. 
The capacity of these pioneers to make 
friends with native peoples was seen 
in the way Sir Gordon addressed his 
African servant; their appreciation of 
other people's point of view in his ex- 
planation of the exclusion of the pub- 
lie from the Gold Coast village af the 
British Empire Exhibition. Speaking 
to a representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor, he said: 

It is an entire misapprehension 
that native people do not mind be- 
ing “looked at” in their private lives. 
They want the privacy of thcir homes 
just as much as other peopie. They 
come only for tne purpose of exhibit- 
ing their crafts,to the public. 

The most. striking part about 
African village life, as I have seen it, 
is the strong family spirit. The 
families hang together; they share 
everything, and they are very de- 
voted to their children. The educa- 
tion of the women has been distinctly 
backward. but the people themselves 
are now beginning to realize the dis- 
advantage of this, and the Govern- 
ment is providing facilities which 
will bring the women up to the same 
level as the men. 

Education generally on the Gold 
Coast falle short of what is ad- 
vantageous because, in the first place. 
there is no provision in it for char- 
acter training, and in the second, it 
does not go far enough. The .coun- 
trv requires well-educated Africans 
to take a share in the Government 
and to become leaders in thought, in 
industry, and in the professions 
among their countrymen. Our object, 
therefore, is to extend our syatem of 
education gradually, until we can fit 
a certain number of Africans to enter 
any trade or profession. We are ac- 
cordingly starting a university col-

Mr. Hunger Originally Appoint- 
ed as Result of Series of 
Contretemps

LONDON, June 15-—-The Dutch Gov- 
ernment has recently written to the 


Secretary-General of the League of, 


Nations protesting against the action 
of the Albanian Government in dis- 
missing Mr. Hunger, a Dutchman, who 
was chosen as financial adviser to 
Albania hy the Council of the League 
of Nations in March, 1923. 

In a special interview with a-repre- 
sentative of The Christian Science 
Monitor, Mehmed Bey Konitza, Alban- 
ian Minister in London, explained the 
reasons which prompted his Govern- 
ment to dispense with Mr. Hunger’s 
services. Mr. Konitza said: 

In the firat place, Mr. Hunger's con- 
ception of the nature of hia post dif- 
fered from ours. Mr. Hunger wished 
to help us balance our budget. Apart 

from the fact that there is scarcely 
a budget in Europe which does hal- 


| ance at present, we consider ourselves 


quite capable of dealing with that part 


| of our problem ourselves. 


What we chiefivy wanted him to do 
was to suggest methods by which we 
could develop our very considerable 
resources in oil, coal, copper, and agri- 
culture. We do not blame Mr. Hun- 
ger that he was unable to do aso, but 
we consider that since he was evi- 
dently appointed under a misappre- 
hension it is hétter to terminate our 
agreement with him at the end of the 
first year, as under the original ar- 
rangement we have a perfect right to 
do. 

Another reason for our action is the 
fact that with his staff and other ex- 
penses, Mr. Hunger costs about 100,- 
000 gold francs a year, and we are 
too small a country to be able to bear 
such a burden in the present state of 
our finances without any correspond- 
ing benefit. 

Mr. Konitza said that in the first in- 
stance, some three or four years ago, 
he himself had been asked by his Gov- 
ernment to try to find either an Eng- 
lishman or an American for the post. 
Unforeseen circumstances, however, 
prevented him from doing so, and ulti- 
mately application was made to the 
League Of Nationa. The financial sec- 
tion of the League investigated the 


qualifications of some fifty candidates 


and ultimately chose Reginald 8. Pat- 
terson, an Englishman, formerly finan- 
cial adviser to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment.

Lord Bryce in his last great work, “Modern Democra- 
cies,” recognizes this tendency toward giving the people 
a larger share in directing foreign policy and does not see 
in it the great danger that many have apprehended. He 
remarks that on three occasions in England during the 
last seventy- -five vears where there has been controversy 
over questions of foreign policy, the judgment of the 
future has been for the side espoused by the masses of 
the people. During the American Civil War, the Russo- 
Turkish difficulties of 1876-4878, and the South African 
war, the opinion of the majority of the people, opposed

to the policy of the Government at the time, appears in 


the light of history to have been the wiser. 

But these instances are not conclusive. There are 

many signs which lead the thoughtful man today to pause 
before deciding with too great finality that the popular 
will is to be given full expression in every matter that 
relates to foreign policy. 
ideas with regard to broad programs may lead us in the 
right direction, it is by no means certain that sudden 
gusts of opinion, responding to some momentary passion 
or prejudice, may not result in unfortunate decisions. 
The election of 1920 may here be called to mind. There 
the attempt was made to get an expression-of public 
opinion on a well-defined issue, whether the United States 
should enter the League of Nations. While it is true 
that there are other ways in which the landslide of that 
vear mav be explained, the fact remains that the result 
was regarded in many quarters as an indication that the 
great majority of Americans were opposed to all co- 
operation with the nations of Europe in restoring the 
world’s economic and political life. 

But an increasing number of people today are doubt- 
ting. not only whether the decision was wise but also 
whether the election may justly be-taken to represent sucn 
a broad repudiation of all things European as many have 
eupposed. The difficulty in holding a referendum on a 
particular defined question is that it is impossible to imter- 
pret accurately the results. Can it be doubted that, even 
of those whose votes were based on the issue of the 
league, many were merely opposed to.a particular method 
of co-operation at a particular time and ‘were not moved 
by the isolationist sense which has so generally been 
attributed to the American people at home and abroad ° 

A recognition of this fact is to be found in the grow- 
ing inclination of the Harding-Coolidge Administration 
to take part in the restoration of Europe. The Repni- 
lican Party, with its ear to the ground, has further recog- 
nized it in nominating for the Vice-Presidency a man 
whose name is associated with the most conspicuous 
effort of America in co-operating with Europe since 
the war. 

But the interesting question which now comes to us 

is what part questions of foreign policy are to plav in 
the coming election. The Republican plattorm, of course, 
stands squarely on the work of the Administration. The 
utterances of Democratic candidates have shown an in- 
clination to avoid the League issue. And is it not to be 
hoped that this issue will not inject itself into the presi- 
dential campaign? Is it not indeed unfortunate that it 
ever became a political issue? If democracy is to func- 
tion in the field of foreign affairs, it would seem that the 
expression of: public opinion should be limited to the 
general lines which Americas relation toward other 
Nations is to take. Dr. Owen D. Young in his address 
at the Harvard commencement expressed his objection 
,to “having the great moral question of what America 
should do confused by a discussion of the merits or faults 
of the machinery through which she should make that 
decision effective.” 

The American people are almost unanimous today in 
their willingness to co-operate with the rest of the world. 
The means which they are to take should not be made a 
political issue. To those who shall be intrusted with the 
working out of the details of the Nation’s foreign policy, 
be they Republican or Democrat, let the task of choosing 
the means be assigned.

M. Butler, just before his efforts 
for the nomination of President 
Coolidge bore fruit in the Cleveland convention, ‘This 
is the end of the era of bunk.” Gen. Charles G. Dawes, 
‘ in addressing his assembled. friends and neighbors at 
Evanston, Ill., in his first speech after he was nominated 
for Vice-President, declared: — 

An orgy of demagogism has been running rife in the world 
ang we, here in the United States, are feeling its devastating 
effects. “All go0d Republicans and all good Democrats who $put 
their country above their party demand the beginning of an era 
of common sense in public discussions. 

In the campaign which is before me, and as a duty which I 
owe not simply to a party, but to the citizens of the United 
States, I pledge myself to adhere to the truth and to the common 
sense conclusions to be drawn therefrom. As to the demagogue 
on the stump, whatever may be his party, I want it distinctly 
understood that in the coming campaign I ask no quarter and 
will give none. 


Mr. Butler may “have heen somewhat oversanguine 
and optimistic in proclaiming an end to the “era of

bunk,’”’ and cynics may ask, “Which: end—the first. or 
the last?’’ His course, however, both before and during 
the convention, left no doubt that he meant that it was 
the last end, and though he discovered before the close 
of his labors in Cleveland that. ‘hunk’ is a hardy weed 
and is difficult to uproot, the fact that a leader in a posi- 
tion so conspicuous and powerful as his openly declares 
against it at the beginning of a presidential campaign 


gives ground for hope that “he will do his best~to make. 


his forecast come true. 

Having made that declaration, President Coolidge’s 
personal representative in the management of the com- 
ing campaign can do no less than use his utmost en- 
deavors to see that **bunk’”’ is eliminated, so far as he can 


compass that desirable end, from the Republican ‘side of 


the contest. Even if he succeeds only partially in this, 


he will do, something that will deserve and will win the 


praise of all earnest, sober-minded citizens. If he should 
accomplish the seemingly impossible, and prove that this 
campaign actually marks the last end of the “era of bunk,” 
he, will have led the country in a long step toward the 
politica’ millennium. 

General Dawes's declaration e war on demagogues 
is a remarkable supplement to Mr. Butler's anti-bunk 
crusade. When he proimises to give no quarter and ask 


none, the country knows that he will keep his w ord. The 


demagogues, too, whose chief reliance in the past era has 
been on “bunk” and vet more “bunk,” know from seeing 
and hearing him in action just what to expect when he 
goes after them. Mr. Butler's forecast ‘as “bunk” 
and General Dawes’s crusade’ against demagogues will 
not go unchallenged. The “hard-boiled” politicians of 
both parties who know little of the use of any campaign 
‘bunk” are not accustomed 
to change their methods or surrender without a struggle. 
But the two protagonists of courage, common sense and 
truth in politics will have back of them a great army of 
citizens who are desperately weary of the old, cheap era 
and hope that 1s at its last end. This host will heartily 
support every effort toward the coming of a better day 
in presidential campaigns. 

However the election mav result, whether Mr. Butler 
and General Dawes succeed entirely or not in their efforts, 
the country will gain vagtly from an open campaign 
against demagogism and its chief weapon, ‘hunk.’ 


‘THE foreign policy of the new French Government 
will be closely watched, not only in respect of its attitude 
toward Germany, but in respect 
to its attitude toward Turkey. 
One of the Radical chiefs, M. 
Franklin-Bouillon, is largely re- 
sponsible tor the events which 
culminated in the Lausanne 
~—Treatv. He it was who gave the 
lead to the pro-Turkish  senti- 
ment which sprang up in [france with somewhat uniortu- 
nate results. He began his activities under the Briand 
Ministry, and was permitted to conduct négotiations with 
the Turks—negotiations which not only helped the 
Angora Government materially, but gave that Govern- 
ment a prestige and a power which it would otherwise 
hardly -have obtained. 

When M. Poincare came into power it might have 
heen thought that he would have checked the. activities 
ot M. Franklin-Bouillon, but M. Poincare, with all his 
qualities, has essentially a single-track mind. He was 
preoccupied with the problem’ of reparations: he devoted 
all his attention to the coercion of Germany; he occupied 
the Ruhr; he wrote his multitudinous notes, and he de- 
livered his innumerable speeches, all on the same topic: 
Other problems he regarded as secondary, and¢was only 
anxious to get rid of them with the smallest amount of 
exertion. He took the line of least resistance. - It is 
doubtless for this reason that M. Franklin-Bouillon was 
lor a long time given practically a tree hand. He availed 
himself of it by continuing his negotiations, and turned 
the opinion of his country definitely in favor of the Turks 
and definitely against the Greeks. 

The upshot of it all was the Treatv of Lausanne, 
which was a complete revision of the Treaty of Sevres. 
The Turks, who had been defeated in the war, became 
the victors in the peace. But worse was to follow. The 
appetite of the Turks grew by what it fed upon; with 
each concession théy demanded more, France, .vhich 
had been. prepared to desert I¢ngland in its new-found 
love of the Turks, discovered that gratitude is not a 
conspicuous virtue in the composition of the Turkish 
mentality. Instead of TurkeV appreciating the triend-. 
ship of France, the men of Angora became more and 
more arrogant, and although their hatred of the foreigner 
was general, it was turned by a curious paradox chiefly 
against the French. ; 

It has been reported in these columns and elsewhere 
how the Angora Government has developed a xenophobia 
from which the French are the greatest sufferers and 
about which the French complain the most. Their schools 
have been attacked, their trade has been destroyed, their 
influence in the Near East has disappeared, and there is 
now \a real danger that sooner or later the Turk will cast’ 
covétous eves on Syria, which has been placed under the 
mandate of the French. 

It is obvious that France must define its policy toward 
Turkey, tor during the past few months that policy has 
become vague and merely complaining. - There are signs 
that the unwisdom of M. Poincaré’s contention, that it 
is impossible to chase more than one hare at a time, is 
recognized, and that the new Government will occupy 
itself not merely with Franco-German relations but will 
have a broader and more comprehensive foreign policy. 

But while this is desirable, it is not desirable that a 
policy of, blind friendship with Turkey should be pursued. 
The aim of all lovers of peace is to foster friendships 
between all peoples, but it has been shown irrefutably 
that the best method of fostering friendship with Turkey 
is not to yield to every Turkish demand. Instead: of 


France

As an isolated case in the outcome of which onlv a 
comparatively small number of people are financiall; 
interested, this one, of course, is not of tremendous 
importance- But in its larger aspects it is important 


hecause it is being demonstrated that the courts, supported ‘ 


by determined receivers or attorneys, will go to any 

legitimate lengths to protect the interests of creditors. 
The history of the bankruptcy courts, if it could he 
written in all its hideousness, would reveal a disgraceful 
chapter of perjury and the misapplication of assets right- 
fully the property of creditors and investors. This if 
particularly trtre of such concerns as that with winch 
Judge Morton is. now Realing. Organized ostensibly as 
an investment company. it became, in the language of 
the court, a mere “bucket-shop,” conducted for the proht 
of the few who manipulated its affairs and handled the 
money paid in by speculating investors. The treasurer 
of the concern, the last of ie trio committed to jail, 

admitted in open court that he had, within the last few 

years, amassed a tortune of more than $2,000.000. More 
than half of this he claimed to have made since the vear 
1920 through speculations carried on-.under fictitious: 
names, the deals having been made through his own firm. 

Throughout the United States there are millions of 
men and women who have contributed funds—perhaps 
the savings of vears—to profts similarly piled up by 
promoters of traudulent enterprises. It is not claimed 
that, in every case those who have been imposed upon 
have acted with ordimary caution. Many have been in- 
duced to “take a chance’ with full knowledge that thev 
were hazarding their monev in questionable speculation. 
But it has been shown repeatedly that thousands of these 
investors have not been given even a “gamblers chance.” 
In uncounted instances their money ltas never been in- 
vested at all, but has been used in promoting other fraud- 
ulent enterprises or simply appropriated. 

Judges in other jurisdictions might well tollow the 
example set by Judge Morton. Believing that a reason- 
able order requiring the disclosure and restoration of 
assets has been dehed, he has taken steps to enforce that 
order to the letter. When designing debtors of tle class 
he is dealing with realize that they can no longer, with 
impunity, disregard their responsibility to those whom 
the courts and its receivers are sworn to protect, the game 
they have played so profitably to themselves will lose 
much of its attraction. 


Editorial Notes 
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WHILE quite frequent references are seen today to 
the experiments being conducted in the effort to estah- 
lish wireless telephone communication between Great 
Britain and the United States, comparatively little is 
commonly known about similar efforts which are heing 
made in other directions. Fairly recently, however. speech 
Was transmitted trom Vaucluse, near Sydnev Heads. 
Australia, to Poldhnu, in Cornwall, England. This means 
that the human voice was carried across.10.000 miles of 
space, the words being heard one-eighteenth of a second 
after they were uttered. The apparatusjused was of 
an experimental character, and the tests are Said to have 
been purely preliminary in their nature. Still, it is not 
necessary to be a prophet to agree with the forecast of 
an official of the Amalgamated” Wireless Company in 
Melbourne that he is satished that Australia is on the 
eve of a direct telephone service with Great Britain. 
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THERE IS one significant fact. patent to anv observer 
or student, which is often forgotten but which should be 
considered in comparing present-day prohibition figures 
with those of a decade or so ago—and this, too, whether 
those figures are cited to prove the pro:or the con of the 
dry issue. It is that, in the days of the open barroom and 
bottlé-house, intoxicated men and women w ent about the 
streets and from saloon to saloon unmolested unless they 
hecaine a menace to those slightly less drunken than them- 
selves.

Senior Garcia of Toledo 


(Special Correspondence )—" Toledo.” said 
Seftor Garcia to me a week ago, “is a beautiful town. Yes. 
Sefior, beautiful, beautiful, bee-autiful!” He waved a kiss and 
it sailed up into the patch of sky that lay across the street. 
“I have lived here since I was so high,” he said. We talked 
tor awhile. 

Then twelve o'clock began to strike. tinkle, hammer. rinz. 
clang and to be belabored with a pleasing irregularity by the 
bells of Toledo's countless convents and churches. When they 
had finished came the undermining boom of the great bell of 
the cathedral. The sound filled the streets like an atmosphere 
and stayed in them like the sunlight. 

I suppose Sefior ‘Garcia must have sat on thé bridge that 
spans the Tagus and have seen the yellow water creeping-til! 
it swirls, breaks into foam and pours over the weir, and Zoe: 
into the gorge which all but circles the town. He must have 
watched the swallows dart under the wide arch, and heard 
In his days, as in ours, the sky and the 
sunlight crowded down on to the hot roofs. and the white 
clouds stood by over the red hills. Women carrying water jars 
under their arms would take the long road that drives ont 
of the town, pass under the old gateways and over the lithe 
bridge, gracing the shade of history with the lightness of life. 
They went to the fountain by the roadside, tilled their jars. 
gossiped, and then returned. slowly in twos and threes over 
the bridge. under the arches and up the white road that. turns 
into the town again. 
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Sometimes the men came tor the water. ‘They would wheel 
half a dozen jars in a barrow. Or mavbe thev would sling 
the jars across a donkey and ride on his back with the air of 
a paladin, crying, “Burrita, anda!’ when the. expressionless 
animal took its own time up the hill. “Then, when there was 
no one on the bridge, and no one in sight, and not a sound 
but the tumbling of the river over the weir and the crving of the 
swallows under the arch, and when one began to hit the parapet 
with one’s stick with a mingling of impatience and meditation—~ 
then would come the cry of a drover urging a voke of oxen 
up the hill. Nothing heavier or more powerful than these 
black creatures. whose eyes had the liquid sweetness of patience, 
whose horns were like royal crowns, and whose step was a9 
craceful as that of the gravest Sevillana. There was no bruta! 
goading of those beasts. The drover walked like a major-domo. 
turned, surveyed his team, and with his eight-foot wand just 
touched their heads. The profound animals would turn toe 
the right, and step along the bridge. as if by a quiet 
enchantment. 

All day long the mule teams bearing meal or wood. and the 
donkeys carrying water and bricks; toiled up the hill, some- 
times in motley procession, sometimes in ones or twos, with the | 
irregularity of life—that casual irregularity which harmonized 
so well with+the persistent historicness.of the town. After 
noon the sun left no shade in the Plaza de la Constitucion. A 
white horse with the panniers slung across it, walked round 
the plaza half a dozen times, waited, walked away. investigated. 
side turnings and archways, and finally returned to its starting 
place, to wait for its master. For two hours it was left 
to entertain itself alone. 

Through the archway one:could see a cool “posada’ with 
its vard chock-a-block with country carts. and with a diligence 
backing into a corner. Cervantes was supposed to have written 
a story there. Beyond. the sterile. rock-bound hills ot Castile 
trembled and throbbed’in the heat. Roaming up the hills and 
over the cobbles came bus loads of country people. with taces 
as red as the hills. Ford lorries delivered groups of dusty 
soldiers. Soldiers and cadets in bright uniforms crossed the 
narrow streets, stood in doorways. disappeared up stairwavs, 
and appeared later at windows brightened with flowers. The 
air was alive with sunlight and voices. . 
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Senor Garcia had lived in Toledo since he was so high! 
How many times he must have taken the shady side of the 
narrow streets and cracked jokes with the Civil Guard! How 
many times he must have experienced the enchantment ot the 
gateways, of the corners, of the patches of sky above the roots; 
and during the scuffing, hurrying and irregularity of the lost 
notes and abrupt melodies of everyday life, how his expectant 
ear must have waited the deep, undermining boom ot historv! 
And if, a week ago, he smiled a little at us sudden creatures 
who burst upon the quiet of his native town and enthused 
about the enchantment there in every street of it, was it not 
because ever since he was so high he had been living the 
enchantment himself?
